The joint representative convention 
between Huntington and Allen counties 
convened at 2 o'clock. Chairman John 
Wilkinson, of the county committee, 
called the meeting to order. Mr. Harry 
France was chosen chairman and A. J. 
Moynihan secretary, with democratio 
editors as assistants. 
Messrs. O. B. 
Wiley, of Allen, and Charles Walters, of 
Huntington, were named as tellers. 


The following resolnti<»is were intro- 
duced and adc^ted: 


I move that no person shall be bal- 
loted for in this ccmvention unless sueh 
person shall personally pledge himself 
to support the nominee of this conven- 
tion and ihe entire democratic nomina- 
ticns—estate, county, congressional and 
senatorial and judicial—and if elected 
support the nominee of the democratic 
caucus for United States senator.

Master Workman Cohen, of Wabash 
assembly, handed a resolution asking 
the convention to endorse C. A. Book 
waiter, a republican put forward by the 
Knights of Labor. The communication 
was received and placed on file. 


There was a controversey over the 
delegate from Madison township. 
W. 
T. Pratt held a proxy, and Dr. J. L. 
Smith was delegated to take his place 
and cast the vote of Madison township. 


The following resolution was intro- 
duced by A. J. Moynihan and unani- 
mously adopted: 


Hesolved,Th&t the nominee of this con- 
vention shdll stand pledged, if elected, to 
use every honorable effort for the ad- 
vancement of the best interests of labor, 
and to make such l^islation BS will best 
promote the best interests of the Knights 
of Labor. 


Capt. E. B. Smith nominated George 
L. Benson, a Knight of Labor of Wa- 
bash Assembly, and member of the typo- 
graphical union, in a speech eulogizing 
the Democratic party as the friend of 
labor. 


Mr. Christian Piepenbrink nominated 
W. S. Oppenheim. 


W. S. Bobinson, of Allen, nomiuated 
B. F. Ibach, of Huntington. - 


The candidates pledged themselves in 
brief speeches. 


There are sixty votes in all, making 
thirty-one necessary to a choice. Allen 
has 34 and Huntington 16. 


The first ballot resulted: Benson, 9; 
Ibach, 27, and Oppenheim, 22. 


The second ballot resulted: Ibach, 
31; Oppenheim, 21; Benson, 6. 


Mr. Ibach was nominated by acclama- 
tion, and made a speech.

Excellent ConcUtion^f Its Finan- 
ces—FalUnfir Off in Mem- 
bership. 


Indianapoms, Aug. 21.--The Masonic 
Mutual Benefit society held its seven- 
teenth annual meeting yesterday after- 
noon. The president, Austin H. Brown, 
in his annual address, said that a reduc- 
tion of $5,241.4o had been made in ex- 
penses, that the outstanding liabilities, 
$45,000, were lower than for years; that 
the mortality for the year was eighty- 
night against 111 in 1885; that the mem- 
bership had decreased from 10,318 in 
1885 to 6,681 in 1886, owing largely to 
the abandonment of the old system of 
soliciting members through agents. 


George H, West, secretary, reported a 
membership of 3,810 in the first division 
and 3,171 in the second. The cost of 
insurance to each member last year was 
^8.02 per $1,000. The assets of the 
society are $85,265.63; liabilities $35,- 
605.50 in the first division, and $35.671.74 
and $10,040.60 respectively, in the sec- 
ond. During the year $258,850 has been 
paid to beneficiaries, making a total 
paid, $3,000,587.96. Wm. H. Smythe, 
treasurer, reported receipts $308,466.24; 
disbursements, $302,092.75; cash balance 
$6,363.7L

COMING CAMPAIGN.! 


Meeting: of tbe State Ceiitral'Com 
mittee and the Candidates— 
What Some of the Latter 
Have to Say. 


Indianapolis, Aug. 21.—All of the 
democratic candidates for state ofiSces 
came to town yesterday to advise with the 
state central committee and to be assess 
ed. Chairman Henderson's opinion that 
there will be no need of a "bar'l" this 
year because the state is already secure 
in its democracy, came like an evangel 
to the various nominees. The present 
requirements were said to be limited to 
room rent for the committee, stationary 
and a salary for the secretary. To meet 
these and other 
"incidentals," it is 
thought that an assessment of $1,000 per 
state candidate, payable in installments 
will be adequate. The burden of the 
campaign expenses will come later in the 
season, when fcnreign oratorical talent is 
imported. 
But the campaign is not to 
be on the "wind-work" plan. Several of 
the nominees are not successful speakers, 
and these believe in other methods of 
work. Members of the committee are 
pronounced in the statement that the 
day of votiSi'making at $2 per head is over 
in Indiana, and neither the committee 
nor the candidates or anticipating the 
colleetioai^f funds for any otiiw than 
legitimate expenses. 


Judge Nelson, candidate for lieutenant 
governor, is in the city. 
He is an able 
and modest gentleman, and has been 
made to feel that the people, at least the 
democracy, of his part of the state are 
well pleased with the state ticket. With- 
out boasting as to even probabilities, he 
said that there was every reason to be- 
lieve that the ticket would receive the 
full support of the democracy. 


Superintendent Sweeney, of Dubois 
county, nominated for the state snperin- 
tendency of schools, is at the Grand. 
He is as chipper as if his election had 
already been guaranteed, and this in 
spite of the politicid shafts which have 
already hurled at him, chiefly o ^ i ^ 
score of his nationality and his religio:i. 
With r^ard to the story that he wa 
educat^ for the priesthood, but aban- 
doned it because he saw, loved and mar- 
ried a maiden, Prol Sweeney said it was 
true with these exceptions: 
He was 
not educated for the priesthood, never 
took holy (Hrders, and didn't meet his 
wife untillwo years after he began to 
teach in me public schools. 
Mr. Swee- 
n y further said: 


"I was reared a Catholic, and have no 
desire to conceal or deny it, for I would 
be less than a man to do so. But I am 
not responsible for having been bom' 
into a Catholic family, and my religion 
in no way interferes with the full per- 
formance of my duties." 


"Is it true that the public schools of 
Dubois county are conducted for the 
benefit of the Catholic church?" 


"It is not true. At least 75 per cent, 
of the teachers are Protestants, and ful- 
ly 50 per cent, of them are republicans. 
?he Catholics pay their proportion for 
the support of the schools and patronize 
them. After school hours in some dis- 
tricts the Catholics use 
the 
public 
school buildings for parochial instruc- 
tion, but that is not peculiar to that peo- 
ple or Dubois county. 


"It has been hinted that because of 
my relations to the Catholics I might be 
loyal to the public schools. I have such 
faith in tbe public schools that I would 
almost as soon think of going back on 
my mother as on them, for all the edu- 
cation I have they gave me, and I have 
reason to be devoted to them." 


Mr. Sweeney is a gentleman of agree- 
able address, and his outspoken, frank 
demeanor is making him friends where 
opposition would naturally be expected, 
lis conferrees on the ticket now think 
that he will add an element of strength 
wholly unlocked for, and there are also 
those who fear that his nomination was 
mistake. Time will telL 
The central oommittee met yesterday 


afternoon at its room in the Franklin 
insurance building. . Mobscb. Nelson, 
Miers, McMulleo, 
Byrnes, Coffroth, 
Mimson and Sweeny, state candidates, 
and Messrs. Bynum and Bailey, with 
their advisers, together with a eonsid- 
erable lobby, were present.

The Heavenly snephercf to Gather

of Christianity. 


The Bev. Dr. T. DeWitt Talmage's 
text Sunday was John x., 16: 
"Other 
sheep I have, which are not of this 
fold." 


There is no monopoly in religion. 
The 
^racaof God ia not a little property that 
we may fence off and have all to our- 
selves. It is not a king's park at which 
we look through a barred gateway, wish- 
ing that we might go in and see the deer 
and the statuary, and pluck the flowers 
and the fruits in the royal consei-vatory. 
No, it is the Father's orchard, and every- 
where there are bars that we may let 
down and gates that we may swing 
open. 


In my boyhood, next to the country 
school house ^there was an orchard of 
apples, owned by a very lame man, who, 
although there were apples in the place 
perpetually decaying and by score« and 
scores of bushels, never would aUow any 
of us to touch the fruit. 
One day, in 
the sinfulness of a nature inherited 
from our first parents, who were ruined 
by the same temptation, some of us in- 
vaded that orchard, but soon retreated, 
fca: the man came after us at a speed 
reckless of making his lameness worse, 
and cried out: "Boys, drop those apples 
or I'll set the dogs on you." 


P E O P L E WHO OWN T H E CHURCH. 


Well, my friends, there are Christian 
men who have the church under severe 
gtiard. There is fruit in the orchard for 
the whole world, but they have a rough 
and unsympathetic way of accosting 
outsiders, as though they had no busi- 
ness here, though the Lord wants them 
all to come and take the largest and 
ripest fruit on the premises. 
Have you 
ah idea because you were baptized at 
thirteen months of age, and because you 
have all your life been under hallowed 
influences, therefore you have a right to 
one. whole. side of the Lord's table, 
spreading yourself out and taking up 
the entire room? I tell you no. 
You 
t^ave to haul in your elbows, for I shall 
to-day place on either side of you those 
whom you never expected would sit 
there; for, as Christ said to the Jews 
long ago, so he says to you and to me: 
"Other sheep I have, which are not of 
tiiis fold." 


McDonald, the Scotchman, has four or 
Ave dozen head of sheep. 
Some of 
them are browsing on the hether, some 
of them are lying down under the trees, 
some of them are in his yard; they are 
scattered around in eight or ten different 
places.

Cameron, his neighbor, comes over 
and says: "I see you have thirty sheep; 
I have just counted them." 


"No," says McDonald, "I have a great 
many more sheep than that. Some are 
here and some are elsewhere. They are 
scattered all about. I have four or five 
thoiiBand in my flock. Other sheep I 
have which are not in this fold," , 


TAKES OI^^ T H E BABTISTS. 


So Christ says to us: Here is a 'knot 
of Christians, and theie is a knot, óf 
Christians, but they make up a small 
part of the flock. Here are the Episco- 
pal fold, the Methodist fold, the Luth- 
eran fold, the Congregational fold, the 
Presbyterian fold, the Baptist and the 
Peáo-Báptist fold—the' only differerice 
between'the last two beinjg the mode of 
sheep-washing; and «0 they are scat- 
tered all over, jand we .come with our 
statistics, aná 'say there are so many 
thousands': of the Lord's sheep; btft 
Christ responds: *'No, no; you have 
not seen more than one out óf a thou- 
sand of My flock. They" aré soatteriBd 
all over the earth, tind' "other sheep I 
hate, whiéii Me riot oÓUis fold.' "

Jefferson Davis was bom in Todd county, 
Kentucky. His fellow Kentuckians are proud 
of it or not, according to the side they were 
on during the great disagreement. It is a 
fact not often mentioned that during the 
greatest struggle in the history of the Ameri- 
can republic, the two opposing leaders, Lin- 
coin and Davis, were both natives of Ken- 
tucky. 
Had they staid there they might 
have been jolly, riproaring, horse-racing, 
Bourbon-drinking private gentlemen. They 
would probably have called their favorite 
animal a "hoss." But they did not remain. 
When both were very small boys they left 
their native state—Lincoln to wander north, 
Davis south, each in search of his destiny, 
ea(i in after years to take the leading part in 
that stupendous tragedy whose stage was a 
continent and its audience the world. 


BIRTHPLACB OF JEFF. DAVIS. 


The two men were very nearly of an age, 
too, Davis l)eing eight months older than 
Lincoln. But the history of the boys was 
very different. Lincoln had not a friend in 
the world except his poor, illiterate step- 
mother. Such education as he had he got 
himself, heaven knows how. But the hand of 
fate was on him, pushing him toward his 
destiny. 


Davis' parents, on the contrary, were not 
poor. He went with them to Mississippi at 
the age of 8. They sent him to an academy, 
and next to Transylvania college. 
Thence 
he was appointed to a cadetship at West 
Point. He was graduated in 1828 there, and 
took part as an officer in the Black Hawk 
war. For jjoor Lincoln there was no college 
and no West Point. 


Toild coimty, where Davis was bom, is in 
the southwest part of Kentucky, adjoining 
Te^messee. It used to be Christian coimty. 
Among his peculiarities is a remarkable mem- 
ory for nsmies. Some years ago he visited 
Tofld county, whence he migraterl at the age 
of 8, and astonished the natives by calling 
the names of many of them, which he had re- 
memliered over sixty years. Mr. Davis will 
be 80 if he livfis till June, 1888. 


Few have ever seen a picture of the bouse 
where tho ex-president of the southern Ck)n- 
federacy was bom. There are those who will 
be interested to see it, for it, like Davis him- 
self, is a part of American history. It is still 
standing, a builduig of the fashion of many 
years ago. A .story and a half in front, the 
roof slopes far down at the back, covering 
what used to be called "porch bedrooms." 
The chimney outside the wall of the house is 
still seen in many Kentucky houses. Indeed, 
the rich people who are building high art cot- 
tages at our watering places to-day are resur- 
recting the old fashion. 


If a larger view of the grounds about the 
ancient house could be given it would show a 
well curb roofed over, a smoke house and a 
pig pen. 


The first two-thirds of Mr. Davis' active 
life was alx)ut equally dividefl between war 
and politics. In the United Htate.s senate he 
was the leading champion of negro slavery 
and state rights. In the good old time, un- 
doubtedly, the house where he was born had, 
a stone's throw away, a group of whitewashed 
log cabins, which were the negro quarters. 
These cabins are still seen about southern 
houses, though now they are fast falling into 
decay. With Mr. Davis himself they are a 
relic of a vanished phase of our history. 


After the war Mr. Davis spent two years 
a prisoner at Fortress Monroe, and was re- 
leased in 18G7. He traveled in Europe several 
years after his release, and in 1871 returned 
to live in Mississippi He has never applied 
to have hLs disabilities removed, has not taken 
tho oath of allegiance to the United States, 
and is still a man without a country.

B E A U V O I B . 


He was not a rich man after the war, 
which ruined his political fortunes. A south- 
em lady, w ho wa.s one of his most devoted 
admirers, died about ten years ago and 
willed him a handsome country home and 
plantation. It is called Beauvoir. Here he 
lives with his wife and daughter, Virginia, 
bom in Richmond during the war. No pict- 
ures of this, his latest home, have been given 
to the public imtil now. 
The little hamlet in 
which he was bora in Kentucky was called 
Fairview. Beauvoir is French for exactly 
the same name. 


Beauvoir is a typical southern home, broad 
low and square, with a veranda about it. 
It is built for coolness. A wide hall runa 
through it with double doors. It is in the 
shade of live oaks, from which the gray 
southern moss hangs in graceful, though 
melancholy, festoons. There is a vineyard 
of Scuppemong grapes near the mansion. 
This is a delicate green grape, native to the 
south. The negroes and poor whites pro- 
notxnce it "Scuppalong." It produces a deli- 
cious wine. 


Pine trees are mingled with the oaks 
around Beauvoir. The wind from the sound 
croons through these trees iev^Iastingly. 
It 
is a pleasant, though not a very jolly place to 
live. The house is situated upon a slight hilL 
Through trees one catches glimpses of the 
waters of the Gulf of Mexico near by. Its 
beach of shining whit^ sand is in front of 
BeanvoiF and perliaps 300 feet away. But so 
strong is state rights feeling down here to 
ttus^ythat 
the people worrt have it the 
Gulf of Mexico. They call the waters "Mis- 
sippi sound" thereabouts. 


On the path from the nfiway station to 
the mansioi^ the vuntor passes another ad- 
junct to the former typical southern home. 
This is "the cottage." Before the war, when 
southern gentlemen did not have to work for 
their living as hard lis they do now, "the cot- 
tage" was a sort of bachelor's den saered to 
the master of the plantation and gentlemen 
friends who visited him. 
It hart billiard 
tables and a wine closet. 
T'lere the men 
"chummed," played Mississippi poker and 
drank Kentucl^y wbisky. Bomrthi«« for- 
tunes were gamided

S o m e time ago the health officers of 
Sheffield, England, presented to cer- 
tain local druggists various prescrip- 
tions written by qualified men, the 
prescriptions being also so arranged 
that each should include a full dose of 
some expensive remeily capable of 
ready and accurate estimation in a mix- 
ture. 
A series of these samples in 
which 120 grains of iodide of potassium 
were prescribed were found on analysis 
to contain 122, 120, and 76 grains, re- 
spectively; the last was, therefore, 
made up with hardly two-thirds of the 
active ingredients ordered. 
Of three 
samples which should have contained 
1<) grains of sulphate of quinine, .one 
contained 
grains, or less than two- 
thirds of the prescribed amount. 
An- 
other sample which should have con- 
tained 40 grains of sulphate of quinine 
had but 30 graiDs. 
Of twelve samples 
of glycerine, only five were pure and 
of the reiiuired standard; two others 
were 
somewhat 
below the 
official 
strength, containing 6 and 8 per cent, of 
water, respectively, but were otherwise 
])ure; two others were adulterated with 
11 and 12 per cent, of water; two were 
of full strength, but contained lime and 
some non-volatile organic impurity.

Members of the committee are 
pronounced in the statement that tho 
day of vottf-making at 92 per head is over 
in Indiana, and neither the committee 
nor the candidates or anticipating the 
collection -of1 funds for any other than 
legitimate expenses. 


Judge Nelson, candidate for lieutenant 


governor, is in tho city.

aud modest gentleman, uud has been 
made to feel that the people, at least the 
democracy, of his part of the state are 
well pleased with the state ticket. With- 
out boasting as to even probabilities, he 
said that there was every reason to be- 
lieve that the ticket would receive tho 
full support of the democracy. 


Superintendent Sweeney, of Dubois

school buildings for parochial instruc- 
tion, but that is not peculiar to that peo- 
ple Or Dubois county. 


It has boon hinted that because of 


my relations to tho Catholics I might be 
oyal to tho public schools. I have such 
faith in tho public schools that I would 
almoflt as soon think of going back on 
my mother as on them, for all the edu- 
cation I have they gave me, and I have 
reason to bo devoted to them."

THE HOME OF JEFF DAVIS. 


THE HOUSE WHERE HE WAS BORN, 


1 AND WHERE HE LIVES NOW. 


Tho Ancient House at .Fairvtow, Ky. 


''Beuuvoir," His Present Home, « Leg- 
acy from u Southern Lady—Pinoft, Live 
Oiiks und Scupponioiiff. Grapes. 


JefTc'rson Davis was born in Todcl county, 


Kentucky. Ilis fellow Kentuckians are proud 
of it 'or not, according to the side they were 
on during the great disagreement. It is a 
.fact not often mentioned that during tho 
greatest struggle in tho history of tho Ameri- 
can republic, tbo two opposing leaders, Lin- 
coln and Davis, were, both natives of Ken- 
tucky. 
Hod -they staid there 'thoy might 


have been jolly, 'riproaring, horse-racing, 
•Bourbon-drinking private gentlemen. Thoy 
would probably have called.their favorite 
animal i* "hoss." But thoy did not remain. 
When both wero very small boys they left 
their native state—Lincoln to wander north, 
Davis south, each in search of .his destiny, 
each in after years to take tho lending part in 
that stuixmdous tragedy whose stage was a 
continent and its audience tho world. 


BIHTHPriACRiOF- JEFF. DAVIS. 


Tho two men were very nearly of an age, 


too, Davis bring eight months older than 
Lincoln. But tho history of tho boys was 
very different. Lincoln had not n. friend in 
the world except his poor, illiterate step- 
mother. . Such education ns ho had ho got 
himself, heaven knows how; Butthohand of 
fate was on him, pushing him. toward his 
destiny. 
. :T 
Davis' .parents, on tho contrary, were not 


jioor. He went with them to Mississippi at 
the age of 8. • They sent him to an academy, 
and next to Transylvania coJK-ge. 
Thence 


he was appointed to a cadetship at West 
Point. Ho was graduated m 1838 there, and 
look-part as an officer'in the Black Hawk 
•war. For poor Lincoln there was no college 
and no West Point. 


Todd fomit.y, whoro Davis was born, Is in 


tho southwest part of Kentucky; adjoining 
Tu. u lessee. It used to bo Christian county. 
' Among his peculiarities is a remarkable mem- 
ory for mum*; Souio.. :yearsf ago lio visited, 
'Todd county, whonro ho migrated at the ago 
of 8, and-astonished tho natives, by calling 
the names of many of them, which ho had re- 
me,tnl>f>ml over sixty years. Mr. Davis will 


• be 80 if ho lives till June, 1SS8. 


'. Few havo ever scon a picture of tho houso 


where the ex-president of tho southern Con- 
federacy was bom. There nro those who will 
bo interested to sco it, for it, like- Davis him- 
self, is u. jjurt of American history. . It is still 
standing, a building of tho fashion of many 
years ago. A story aud a lialf in front, tho 
roof slopes far down at the back, covering 
what used to be called "porch bedrooms." 
Tho chimney outside tho wall of tho house is 
still soon in many Kentucky houses.' Indeed,' 
tho rich iHJople- who aro building high artcot- 
tagcs at our watering places to-day aro resur- 
recting the old fashion. 


If a larger viowof tho grounds about tho 


ancient houso could bo given it would show a, 
well curb roofed over, u smoko house and a 
pigpen. . 


Tho first, two-thirds, of Mr. Davis' active 


life-was aliout equally divided between, war 
and politics. In the United States senate ho 
was tho Je.'iding chain;)ion of negro slavery 
hnd stnto rights. In tho good old time, un- 
doubtedly, the houso where ho was Iwrn had, 
astouo's throw away, a group of whitewashed 
log cabins, which were the negro' quarters. 
.Thcso cabins are still seen about southern 
houses, though now thoy aro fast falling into 
decay. With Mr. Duvis himself thoy aro a 
relic of n. vanished phase of our history. 
. After tho war Mr.: Davis spent two years 
a prisoner ut Forti-uss Monrou, and was re- 
lfin.sed in 18(17. He traveled inEiiro|«sovoral 
years after his release, and in • 1871 returned 
to live iu Mississippi. Ho has never applied 
, to havo bis disabilities removed, has not taken 
tliooatliofnllcKiaiico to thy United States, 
and is still u mail without a. country. 


HEAUVOIR. 


Ho was nob n. rich man after tlio war, 


wliich ruined liw political fortunes. A south- 
eni lady, who was one o£ his tuost tlovotcd 
admiral's, died about ten years ago and 
willed! him u handsome country homo and 
plantation. It, is called Beauvnir. Hero ho 
lives with his wife aud daughter, Virginia, 
born'in lUcbniond during tho wnr. No pict- 
ures of this, his latest home; liavo l«on given, 
to the public until now. 
Tho little Immlet in 


•which ho was horn in Kentucky WIK called 
Fairviow. Bcauvoir is French for exactly, 
tho same name. 


Bcauvoir is a typical southern home, broad 


low und sijuaro, with a veranda, uhout it. 
Tb is built for conlncss. A wirlo hall runs 
through it with double doors. It is jn tho 
shade of live oaks, from which tho gruy 
southorit moss hangs in graeeCiil, though 
melancholy, festoons. There is a vineyard 
of Bcnppcrnong grapes near tins mansion. 
Thisisadcliciitagreeii grape. naUvu to tho 
south. The negroes and poor whites jiro- 
nouaco it "Scnppalong." It produces a deli- 
cious wine. 


Pino trees nro mingled with tho onka 


around Befiuvoir. Tho wind from tho sound 
croons through these trees everlastingly. It 
fa a pleasant, though not a very jolly pl.ico to 
livo. The houso is situated upon u slight, lull. 
Through trees ono catches glimpses of tho 
watcra of tho Gulf o£ Mexico near hy. Us 
beach of shining white sand is in front of 
Bcauvoir and perhaps 300 font away. But so 
fclrong is stutu rights feeling down hero to 
this day tliut tho peoplo won't h/ivo it tlio 
Gulf of Jloxico. Tliey cull tho watora "Mls- 
slppi sound" Uicroahouts.
